The leader of tho Martins, 
Cook Humphreys, Sheriff-elect, who had 
not given bond and1 qualified, came in 
Friday and resigned the office. He then 
armed himself and threatened trouble to 
the SheriS who might bo appointed. A 
warrant was sworn ont and put In the 
hands of Marshal Tolllver, and Tolllver 
went yesterday to exec Jto It. 


On arriving at the Martin homestead, 


Tolllver told Miss Sue Martin, who met 
him, that ho wanted Humphreys. No 
answer being made, he wont upstairs to 
Humphreys' room. When near the-door 
ho was flred. upon by Humphreys and 
dangerously wounded.

Gets His Deserts—The Sentence. 


NKW YORK, Juno 28.—Mr. Fleh came 


Into tho court-room at an early hour yes- 
terday accompanied by his 
counsel, 


Messrs. Clurk and Stanley. 
He was 


dressed In dark colors, and his face wore 
Its usual stolid expression. Judge Ben- 
edict entered tho court-room shortly af- 
tor ten o'clock. This was an hour cur- 
lier than the court usually opens, acd 
tlioro were few persons present. 
As 


soon as tbe Judge seated himself Assist- 
ant District Attorney Foster moved for 
sentence on "the prisoner, James D. 
1'lsh." Clerk Shields called the name, 
and Fish walked llrmly to tho bar. He 
placed a hand on tbe rail and lifted his 
eyes to tho Judge, who wiped his glasses 
carefully with a silk handkerchief, and 
said: 


"James D. Fish, you arc charged by 


the Grand Jury with many offenses 
against the law of the United States. 
After a fair and Impartial trial, you were 
found pnlltv of the misappropriation of 
tlio funds of tho bank of which you were 
President. 
You were also found guilty 


of making f»lso entries in tho books of 
tlio bank while In that position. 
The 


verdict of tho jury was that you were 
guilty. 1 ho evidence clearly showed that 
there could be no doubt as to your guilt. 
A more shameful or lawless abuse 
of 
tbe 
po\vers 
of 
a 
Presi- 


dent of a National bank can scarcely be 
Imagined. It Is proper, theiefore, that 
tit punishment should bo meted out to 
you, and m order that others may be de- 
terred from similar offense1), It is neces- 
sary that tbe full penalty of tho law bo 
pronounced ou you. A merciful consid- 
eration for your age foiblds a cumulative 
sentence. The sentence of tho court is 
that you bo confined In the prison at Au- 
burn lorten yeais." 


Fish did not change color or alter his 


expression when he heard the judgment. 
He showed acltatlon In no way. He 
walked from tho Court-room leisurely 
and was returned to his quarters In the 
Ludlow Street Jail, whence he will be 
taken to Auburn In u diiy or two. Tho 
sentence ia not considered to be severe. 
The commutation for good conduct will 
reduce the term to six yean» and six 
months. Fish is now sixty-live years 
old.

friendly tone. The Journal de fit. Peters- 
bury expresses confidence in Lord Salis- 
bury's fairness in dealing with the Afghan 
question, and that ho will make all prop- 
er allowances for the difficulties that 
Russia has invariably encountered in 
connection with the Asiatic n>'_es.

Frank RobeeoD, ot Louisville, Ind, • 


strolling printer, aged 19, who osme to 
Decatur on Tuesday ot last week, and 
had been setting type in the Review office, 
met death by drowning in the Sangamon 
river at the bend, 300 feet above the 
Maffit iron bridge, Sunday forenoon, at 
10:80 o'clock. The young man had been 
stopping with J. O. [Owen, at 907 South 
Webster street, and in company with 
Wesley Owen, aged 20; Willie Owen, 
aged 11; Willie Lyon, aged 16; Archie 
Sohnltz, aged 14, and a cripple, Frank 
Gray, had gone to the rirer for a swim. 
All|but Gray disrobed at a point 350 feet 
above the bridge, where the water was j 
waist to breast deep, 20 feet from the 
right bank, beyond which point the water 
was 15 to 18 feet deep with a swift and 
whirling current. Owing to the recent 
rains the water was very high and quite 
chilly. Bobeson swam out to the current, 
when he found that the current bore him 
downward toward the bridge. He pad- 
died back to the bank, and telling his 
companions that he was going up the 
river to come down "with the current, he 
ran eastward along the bank to a point 
500 yards away, where he got on a log and 
jumped into the middle ot the current. 
Wesley Owen and the boya remained at 
the place where the party bad first gone 
into the water. Bobeson game down the 
river swiftly, when suddenly he cried out 
for help, and threw np first one and then 
the other hand. Knowing that he could 
not swim against the current, Wesley 
Owen got on the bank and ran eastward 
ICO feet to a point where it was possible 
for him to go to {the rescue ot Bobeeon, 
but by that time he had floated swiftly 
down the stream, sinking and coming to 
the surface three or four times in rapid 
succession, and as quickly sank tor the 
last time to rise no more. He went down 
while making a desperate effort to reach 
the shore in what is supposed to be 15 
feet of water. In less than eight min- 
utes after the party disrobed the catas- 
trophe occurred. Bobeeon seemed to be 
a good swimmer, and the theory is that 
he was taken with cramps, which render- 
ed him powerless to reach the shallow 
water. 


TRYING TO FIND THE BODY. 


Coroner Perl was notified of the fatal- 


ity, and within a short time that official 
and a large number of men and boys vis- 
ited the river when the search tor the 
body began. Varioua methods were sug- 
gested to find the body and different the- 
ories were advanced as to its probable 
location. Some thought it would be 
found not far from the place where it 
eank; others believed the current had 
carried it far down the stream, while oth- 
ers thought it might have lodged in some 
deep place at any point below the place 
whore it sank. The coroner is not author- 
ized to incur any expense for service in 
finding the body of a person meeting 
death under such circumstances, and 
therefore he could not hire anyone to aid 
in the search. What was done up to 3

BREAKS OF SATURDAY'S STORM. 


The Whirl Wind at Mills & Harry's Flan- 


ing Mill—House Struck 


by Lightning'. 


"Went Under. 


Sunday afternoon a party of amateur 


oarsmen got into a boat at Oakland Park 
and within five minutes after they had 
paid their 25 cents they had the boat 
tipped ovar in four feet of water, and all 
had to wade for the shore and scud 
through the timber for the street cars 
and dry clothing. The tip-over was near 
the east end of the lake among the trees, 
and the episode which was witnessed by 
several hundred people causing alarm at 
first, was followed by cheers and yells 
when the party waded out and for o min- 
nte or so roosted on the nearest fence to 
scrape off the mud and water. The un- 
fortunates were W. A. Yore, of Chicago, 
representing the Lorrilord tobacco firm, 
S. O. Hurshburg, representing a St. Louis 
wholesale house, both guests at the St. 
Nicholas; Mr. Einstein, clerk at Cheap 
Charley's, and Albert Baohraoh whom Mr. 
Y. rescued from possible drowning. Yore 
lays the accident to Einstein who wanted 
to row the boat and got up to take the 
place, stepping not in the centre but on 
the side of the boat. 


o'clock was voluntary on the part of the 
men, who swam about and dived as 
well as they could. Supervisors Hill and 
Freeman, Mayor Eanao, and Commis- 
sioner Maffit were at the river daring 
Sunday afternoon, and different means 
of bringing the body to the surface were 
suggested. Mr. Hobson got his drag-line 
hung with many hooks and with the aid 
of two boats the drag was used without 
success. Then a coil ot rope was bronght 
from the city. It was stretched across 
the river, and a reward of 820 was offered 
by Supervisors Hill and Freeman to the 
man who would find the body. A num- 
ber ot men then got hold of the rope and 
waded as well as they could, using poles 
where they could not strike bottom. The 
body was not found, and at dark the 
search ceased. During the day several 
hundred people visited the river. 


This morning early Coroner Perl re- 


newed the search, thus far without suc- 
cess. E. O. Beeoe took a box of giant 
powder to the river, and used the whole 
lot. Four to six of the cartridges were 
tied together and a long fuse attached. 
The fuse was lighted and '.he cartridges 
thrown into the stream at different points 
np and down stream. 
The explosion 


which followed was terrific, throwing the 
water 10 to 15 feet high and causing a 
general disturbance of the water. 
Over 


a dozen explosions were made and hun- 
dreds of fish killed, some nearly 18 inches 
in length and weighing several pounds. 
The body was not raised, though the 
search was extended as tar south as the 
bend in the river at the Allen place. 


HOT FOUND. 


Tljo latest news from the river is, the 


body has not been found. There are 
about 150 men at work and looking on, 
and the coroner is putting in full time 
managing the search. The idea prevails 
that the body is somewhere near the 
bridge. Somebody got a loaf of bread 
and saturated it with quicksilver. It is 
to be thrown into the water where the 
body sank. The notion is that the loaf 
will float about and atop over the spot 
where the body is lodged. This is one of 
the many schemes [adopted to find the 
remains.

Jumped Off the Brklge. 


John Banden, a Wabesh brakeman, 


and a party of friends went to the Illinois 
Central railroad bridge Sunday afternoon 
to have some fun. Mr. Banden had made 
a wager that he could dive off the bridge 
into the Sangamon river, a distance of 50 
feet, without injury to himself and he 
accomplished the dangerous feat. He 
wore a cap and a pair of pantaloons and 
made the plunge striking the water on 
his head. He went down about five feet 
and come up quickly. Subsequently he 
jumped off the bridge, striking feet fore- 
most. There was no other man in the 
party who was willing to risk the plunge 
from the top of the bridge. 


The extremely sultry state ot the atmos- 


phere Saturday promised the coming of a 
storm, and It gathered late In the afternoon, 
but only a little rein fell. The air waa charg- 
ed with electricity that was poured down In 
forked streaks from the dark and ominous 
looking clouds, with the accompaniment of 
heavy thundor. The storm came up from 
the southwest, and the clouds gradually shift- 
ed around to the north and east.. Soon after 
five o'clock the Sashes of lightning became 
more frequent and rain fell mostly In the 
northern and eastern portions of the oltjr. 
There was no wind of any consequence up 
town, but In the tlret ward It shook things up 
right lively for a few minutes. 


$150 DAMAGE AT MILLS & nABBT'S MILL. 


It seems that a miniature cyclone struck the 


roof of the main building at Mills & Harry's 
planing mill, corner of East Eldorado gtraet 
and the 1.0. R. K. The heavy sheet Iron roof- 
Ing was stripped from the east aide and rolled 
up like paper. It was blown westward and 
large sections of It Hew In tho air 154 yards, 
f alling with a loud crash on Dr. Slbley's bouse, 
seriously frightening Mrs. Slbloy, who perhaps 
thought a section of the day of judgment bad 
arrived. The rain poured Into tbe mill, soak- 
Ing the work benches and damaging some of 
the tools tbe men had left exposed ou quitting 
work, fifteen minutes before the storm came. 
In tbe yard much of tine lumber was blown 
about, as was also a considerable portion ot 
the lumber piles at the Coffin Company's yard, 
across the street south. Tfaa damage to tbe 
mill Is placed at 1150. 


In other parts of .first ward and also In the 


fifth several fences were partly wrecked and a 
number of trees wore blown dowa. The dam- 
aging element resembled a whirl wind end 
departed quickly.

In tbo second ward. Tho family bad Juat rent, 
tod the dwelling by cleaning It and repaperlng 
the walls. The stove stood In tho corner of 
tho room and was wrapped In paper, Mrs. 
Held hnd sat down and taken off one of her 
shoes which eho threw a few foot away. Juat 
tbcn there came a blinding Uasb of lightning 
which struck tho brick chimney reaching to 
the ground, and luatautly there was groat con- 
luslon. Tho four sides of tho cblmney were 
bulged outward and pieces of brick and mor- 
tar were scattered about. Tho lightning 
reached for the stove In tho corner and burnt 
all the paper off It, and then It went for tho 
shoo on tbo Hoor. Tho shoo was torn all to 
pieces and tho Bteel shank was jerked out of 
It In a jury. Three carpets were partly ruined 
by the lightning, but no other damage was 
done. All members of the family were In the 
bouso at tho time except Charley, who wae 
down town. Mra. Ketd was badly frightened, 
but did not experience a serious shock. She 
Lud to buy a uew pair of shoes Saturday night.
